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Perspective  is  defined  as  "the  capacity  to  view  things  in 
their  true  relations  or  relative  importance, ' '  and  "the  aspect 
of  an  object  or  thought  from  a  particular  standpoint." 

We  chose  to  give  this  issue  of  the  Journal  that  theme 
because  in  the  issue  we  are  covering  some  topics  which 
have  a  lot  to  do  with  the  very  nature  of  our  Fraternity  in  1976. 

In  the  issue  is  a  report  on  the  just-completed  three-year 
"Study  of  Fraternal  Life  Within  the  College  Community" 
with  information  about  how  prospective  fraternity  members 
see  fraternities.  An  interview,  the  first  of  the  two-part  series, 
with  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon's  college  and  university  presidents 
sheds  some  light  on  the  trends  which  they  see  in  higher 
education  and  fraternities.  A  report  on  this  year's  Regional 
Leadership  Academies  show  that  chapters  are  doing  some 
introspection  of  their  own,  and  the  feature  on  the  use  of 
alcohol  focuses  on  some  potential  problems  for  social 
groups  through  alcohol  use  and  misuse  by  individuals.

With  the  formal  presentation  of 
the  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  char- 
ter by  Grand  President  Jack  O.

Other  guests  at  the  reception 
were  Donald  M  Johnson,  Execu- 
tive Vice  President  of  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon,  Melvyn  A.  Skvaria,  Dis- 
trict Governor,  and  Regional 
Director  Donald  N  Cicchino. 

Members  of  the  three  Sig  Ep 
chapters  who  performed  the  38 
initiations  Saturday  were  from  the 
Illinois  State  University,  Illinois 
Zeta  chapter,  Bradley  University, 
Illinois  Delta,  and  Monmouth 
College,  Illinois  Gamma. 

Following  the  President's 
reception,  the  guests  moved  to 
the  local  Moose  Lodge  to  enjoy 
the  chapter's  installation  and  first

Grand  Presi- 
dent Wheeler  presented  the  char-

With  the  transfer  of  three 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  brothers  from 
the  Illinois  Gamma  chapter  at 
Monmouth  College  to  Western 
Illinois,  a  new  Sig  Ep  colony  was 
formed.  The  three  brothers  met  in 


November,  1973  with  District 
Govemor  Melvyn  A.  Skvaria  to 
discuss  plans  for  establishing  a 
new  Sig  Ep  chapter  At  the  same 
time,  they  met  with  various  of- 
ficers and  members  of  the  Univer- 
sity community,  and  were  able  to 
obtain  "club"  status,  and  began 
laying  plans  for  growth  and  in- 
volvement in  the  University  com- 
munity. As  membership  expanded 
and  such  programs  as  rush  and 
pledge  education  took  shape,  the 
colony  established  goals  for  the 
1974-75  school  year.  Com- 
mittees were  formed  and  officers 
elected  During  the  winter  of 
1974-75,  the  colony  doubled  in 
size  and  became  active  in  the 
University  intramural  program. 
Dunng  the  spring  of  that  school 
year,  1 2  more  men  were  added  to 


the  group,  and  they  began 
working  toward  recognition  as  a 
fraternity  on  campus. 

The  colony's  first  community 
service  project  consisted  of 
clearing  ground  and  planting 
trees  for  the  "Macomb  Beautiful" 
project,  and  followed  that  up  by 
collecting  aluminum  cans  for 
recycling,  and  participating  in 
local  blood  drives.

Another  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
heart  shines  in  Texas!  On 
January  17,  1976,  the  State's 
16th  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  chap- 
ter—Texas Pi— was  formally  in- 
stalled at  Stephen  F.  Austin  State 
University  in  Nacogdoches, 
Texas. 

Grand  President  Jack  D. 
Wheeler,  himself  a  Texan,  pre- 
sented the  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
charter  to  Dr.  Ralph  Steen, 
President  of  the  University,  who 
in  turn  gave  it  to  then  Chapter 
President  Tom  Butler.  The  pre- 
sentation was  made  during  the  in- 
stallation ceremonies  and  ban- 
quet Saturday  evening  at  the 
Sheraton  Crest  Inn  in  Nacog- 
doches. 

The  chapter  flag  was  presen- 
ted to  Butler  by  District  Governor 
Jerry  L.  Atherton  of  Dallas.  Also 
attending  the  banquet  were 
Regional  Director  Kenneth  S. 
Maddox,  Chester  E.  Lee,  a  long- 
time District  Governor  of  Texas 
and  recipient  of  the  Fraternity's 
highest  award,  the  Order  of  the 
Golden  Heart,  and  several  local 
alumni.  University  officials,  and 
parents  of  the  newly  initiated 
brothers.  Earlier  that  morning,  the 
new  brothers  were  initiated  by  in- 
stalling teams  from  the  Texas 
Lambda,  Tyler  Junior  College 
chapter,  and  from  Texas  Eta,  Sam 
Houston  State. 

The  installation  weekend 
climaxed  more  than  a  year's  wor- 
th of  effort  in  building  a  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  chapter.  In  November, 
1974,  with  the  guidance  of  the 
Fraternity's  Director  of  Un- 
dergraduate Operations  J  Tim 
Biddle,  the  colony  was  formed  by 
three  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  brothers 
who  transferred  to  Stephen  F.

Spitler,  Texas  Christian,  '64:  and 
Leon  C  Hauman. 

In  1917,  Nacogdoches,  Texas 
was  chosen  by  the  Governor  and 
State  Superintendent  of  Texas  as 
the  site  for  the  first  college  in  the 
deep  east  region  of  the  state. 
Stephen  F.  Austin  State  Nornial 
College  was  the  institution's  first 
name  and  was  finally  opened  in 
1923  with  an  enrollment  of  402 
students.  Most  of  the  students 
would  become  teachers  for  the 
public  schools  of  Texas. 

In  the  1930s  and  ■40s. 
enrollment  and  curriculum  were 
expanded    and    the    College    of

Social  Drinking  In  A  Social  Fraternity 


The 
Problems 


by  Donald  L.  Tanner 

Out  of  sight,  out  of  mind,  the  subject  of  problem 
drinking  In  the  college  community  has  been  quietly 
ignored  for  far  too  long.  With  the  recent  release  of 
studies  by  the  government  and  by  private  institutions,  the 
problems  caused  by  alcohol  on  the  campus  are  now 
coming  into  an  unignorably  clear  focus. 

Today  in  1976,  the  use  of  alcohol  is  almost  universal 
on  the  college  campus  But  that's  not  too  surprising 
Alcohol  has  been  with  us  for  some  200  million  years  in 
one  form  or  another.  It  was  man's  first-discovered 
tranquilizer.  Most  of  us  (three  of  every  four  Americans) 
use  it.  And  some  use  it  responsibly— without  harming 
self  or  others. 

The  alarm  is  sounded  when  we  find  ttiat  over 
9,000,000  Americans  are  addicted  to  alcohol.  That  many 
are  "alcoholics"  Many,  many  more  have  drinking 
problems,  their  behavior  is  altered  or  changed;  they  drink 
irresponsibly.  And  leading  the  vanguard  is  the  young 
adult. 

And  thus,  the  concern  over  the  place  of  alcohol  in  the 
fraternity  ,  . ,  perhaps  the  current  relief  that  emphasis  has 
switched  from  other  "highs"  back  to  alcohol  is  not  much 
relief  afterall. 

Drinking  among  adolescent  males  has  increased  200 
percent  in  recent  years.  There  exists  today  some 
500,000  alcoholics  who  are  teenagers.  The  picture  of 
the  skid  row  bum  lying  in  the  gutter  with  his  bottle  of 
cheap  wine  is  no  longer  accurate  The  wino  accounts  for 
only  three  to  five  percent  of  alcoholic  Americans,  The 
other  95  percent  are  on  the  job,  in  their  home,  or  in  the 
classroom  They're  everyday  people,  the  one  at  the  next 
desk,  the  friend  in  the  next  apartment. 

Therein  lies  the  myth  of  alcohol  It  is  not  the  exclusive 
illness  of  the  poverty-stricken  and  the  frustrated  rich.  It  is 
no  respecter  of  class,  economic  level,  race,  or  sex 
Anyone  who  takes  a  dnnk  (and  we've  said  that's  over  75 
percent  of  Americans)  has  at  least  the  possibility  of 
developing  a  problem.  With  close  to  10  percent  of  our 
pxjpulation  being  known  as  alcoholics,  the  chances  are 
good  you  know  several.  The  law  of  averages  says  that  if 
you  are  in  a  group  of  60  people  (like  a  fraternity  chapter), 
probably  six  of  those  are  alcoholics  and  several  others 
tiave  serious  drinking  problems.  And  probably  they  call 
themselves  "social  drinkers," 

Let's  consider  for  a  moment  that  popular  term  "social 
drinking."  Take  this  short  test  and  see  what  kind  of 
drinker  you  are: 
Yes        No 

1 .     Do  you  think  and  talk  about  drinking 

often? 

2.     Do  you  drink  more  now  than  you  used 

to? 
3      Do  you  sometimes  gulp  drinks? 
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4.     Do  you  often  take  a  drink  to  help  you 

relax? 

5.     Do  you  drink  when  you  are  alone? 

6.     Do  you  sometimes  forget  what  hap- 
pened when  you  were  drinking? 

7.     Do     you     keep    a    bottle     hidden 

somewhere  for  quick  pick-me-ups? 

8.     Do  you  need  a  drink  to  have  fun? 

9.     Do  you  ever  just  start  drinking  without 

really  thinking  about  it? 

1 0.  Do  you  drink  in  the  morning  to  relieve 

a  hangover? 
If  you  answered  three  or  fewer  questions  "yes,"  the 
National  Institute  on  Alcohol  Abuse  and  Alcoholism 
agrees  you  are  probably  a  social  drinker.  If  you  had  four 
or  more  "yes"  answers,  then  you  may  have  a  drinking 
problem 

This  test  is  no  magic  formula.  Four  "yes"  answers 
does  not  mean  automatically  you  should  dial  Alcoholics 
Anonymous.  However,  the  test  may  show  a  definite 
drinking  pattern  emerging— and  that  is  a  danger  signal. 

No  one  takes  his  or  her  first  drink  thinking  he  or  she 
may  someday  grow  into  your  average  alcoholic  No  one 
thinks  he  may  someday  have  a  problem  with  drinking.  But 
if  happens— time  and  time  again.  Why?  Partly  because 
we  have  so  many  misconceptions  and  myths  about 
drinking.  Take,  for  example,  the  guy  who  thinks  it's  okay 
to  down  eight  or  ten  beers  every  night  because  he  thinks 
you  can  only  be  an  alcoholic  on  hard  stuff  He  has  the 
possibility  of  developing  a  drinking  problem  without  ever 
knowing  what  happened. 

Consider  the  popular  myth  of  the  funny  drunk.  Each  of 
us  has  probably  laughed  at  the  slurred  speech,  at  the 
stumbling  down  the  hall,  at  the  pass  out  on  the  floor  But 
is  losing  control  over  mind  and  body  really  that  funny?  Do 
we  laugh  when  that  control  is  lost  by  some  other  illness 
or  disease?  The  fact  is  that  laughter  is  a  form  of  ac- 
ceptance, of  approval  In  those  societies  where  getting 
drunk  is  not  socially  rewarded  by  laughter,  the  fact  is  that 
there  are  fewer  drinking  problems. 

Consider  then  the  other  popular  myth  so  prevalent  in 
social  fraternities.  That's  the  idea  males  have  that  it's 
very  manly  to  drink  a  lot.  "The  more  you  can  drink,  the 
more  of  a  man  you  are "  philosophy  has  given  nse  to 
many  a  beer  bust  and  chug  contests  The  idea  has  no 
more  foundation  than  the  manliness  of  overindulgence  in 
any  other  food,  drink,  or  drug.  The  masculine  mystique 
leads  the  unsuspecting  college  male  into  "learning  to 
hold  his  liquor"— another  way  of  saying  he  is  developing 
a  tolerance  for  alcohol  And  tolerance  can  be  a  polite 
word  for  need 

Lastly  then,  let  us  look  at  the  myth  that  drinking  is  a 
sexual  stimulant.  Contrary  to  popular  belief,  the  more  you 
drink,  the  less  your  sexual  capacity  Shakespeare  knew 


that  centuries  ago  when  he  wrote,  "Drink  provokes  the 
desire  but  It  takes  away  the  performance,"  Afcohoi  is  a 
depressant,  not  a  stimulant  While  the  learned  inhibitions 
may  be  loosened  up  under  the  the  effects  of  a  few 
drinks,  the  capacity  to  perform  is  lessened.  The  alcohol 
acts  primarily  as  an  anesthetic  to  the  nerves  all  over  the 
body,  including  the  erogenous  zones.  So,  while  you  may 
drink  to  build  up  confidence  or  to  overcome  guilt  feelings, 
the  bodys  physical  abiltiy  to  feel  is  being  diminished. 

And  on  and  on  the  myths  go.  "Most  alcoholics  are 
middleaged  or  older."  (Not  true,  the  highest  percentage 
is  among  men  in  their  early  twenties.)  "You're  not 
alcoholic  unless  you  drink  a  pint  a  day  "  (Actually  your 
capacity  depends  on  your  body  weight  and  your  par- 
ticular metabolism  )  "Our  society's  real  problem  is  heavy 
drugs  "  (There  are  approximately  300,000  heroin  ad- 
dicts compared  to  9,000.000  addicted  to  alcohol.)  "This 
will  sober  him  up ""  (Coffee  and  cold  showers  produce 
wide  awake  drunks.  Only  time  will  allow  the  liver  to 
metabolize  the  alcohol  in  your  body) 

Drinking  is  a  part  of  the  American  way  of  life  The 
billboards  and  television  ads  admonish  us  to  "reach  for 
all  the  gusto  we  can  get."  And  so  it  goes  We've  tried 
prohibition  and  that  failed.  We've  had  the  temperance 
societies  and  they've  been  a  nuisance  And  we've  had 
the  religious  zealots  preach  to  us  of  total  abstinence 
when  there  is  no  scriptural  precedent  for  that  command. 
Drinking  is  here  to  stay.  Even  that  non-committed  verb 
"to  drink"  has  come  to  mean  an  alcoholic  beverage. 

The  key  Is  not  to  equate  alcohol  with  sin  and  im- 
morality. The  answer  to  responsible  drinking  is  making  a 
decision  about  how  to  use  alcohol  based  on  solid  facts. 
The  responsibility  is  to  know  the  pleasures  and  the 
problems  of  alcohol,  to  know  the  physical  and  emotional 
effects  of  alcohol,  to  recognize  the  changing  patterns  9f 
drinking  behavior,  to  use  alcohol  in  ways  which  harm 
neither  the  individual  nor  society  Each  of  us  has  a  social 
responsibility  to  friends  and  those  we  love  to  keep  a 
truthful  self-awareness  of  our  own  drinking,  to  know  the 
facts  about  alcohol  and  drinking,  and  to  encourage 
organizations  and  institutions  to  help  their  members  and 
constituents  by  developing  programs  to  combat  drinking 
problems  The  less  you  know  about  alcohol,  the  greater 
your  chances  of  being  its  victim. 

And  so,  social  drinking  in  a  social  fraternity  is  our  con- 
cern

Lewis  University  Receives  Charter; 
Becomes  Illinois  lota  Chapter 


The  Lewis  University  chapter 
of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  began  in 
1974  with  a  group  of  five  mem- 
bers at  the  University  Fire  Depart- 
ment barracks.  On  April  1 0, 
1 976,  34  members  were  initiated 
into  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  Fraternity, 
and  the  Illinois  lota  charter  was 
presented  to  the  new  chapter  by 
Frank  J.  Ruck,  Jr.,  the  Fraternity's 
Grand  Treasurer. 

A  Background— Lewis 
University 

Lewis  University  is  located  in 
the  township  of  Lockport,  Well 
County,  Illinois.  As  an  institution 
for  post-secondary  education,  the 
school  dates  from  1 950,  when 
programs  leading  to  the  Bachelor 
degree  were  first  offered.  The 
Bachelor  of  Arts  and  the  Bachelor 


of  Science  degrees  have  been 
awarded  regularly  since  the  com- 
mencement exercises  of  1952. 

In  February,  1960,  the 
Brothers  of  Christian  Schools 
were  given  the  control  and  ad- 
ministration of  the  school  by 
Bishop  McNamara,  the  first 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Joliet. 
Lewis  College  expanded  and  ex- 
perienced a  period  of  rapid 
growth  and  enrollment  in  facilities. 
Accreditation  by  the  North  Cen- 
tral Association  was  achieved  in 
1932  with  15  students,  and 
Lewis  University  purchased  the 
old  Maryknoll  Seminary  from  the 
town  of  Glen  Ellyn.  In  that  year,  a 
law  school  was  established  at  this 
site  and  Masters  degrees  were 
instituted. 

The  total  enrollment  of  Lewis 
University     is     approximately

Business  Administration  was 
founded.  Bachelor  degrees  were 
also  made  available  in  such  fields 
as  forestry,  music,  and  home 
economics.  In  the  1 950s,  Master 
of  Arts  degrees  were  awarded  in 
these  areas. 

Under  the  leadership  of  three 
presidents  since  the  early  1 920s, 
Stephen  F.  Austin  State  has 
grown  to  a  current  enrollment  of 
over  1 1 ,500  students,  with  an  an- 
nual budget  of  over  24  million 
dollars  and  a  physical  plant 
valuation  of  more  than  50  million 
dollars.  The  school  is  located  on 
400  acres  of  the  original 
homestead  of  early  Texas  patriot 
and  Senator  Thomas  J.  Rusk.  In 
an    Impressive   setting    of    pine 


trees  and  natural  beauty,  the 
University  has  some  20  major  in- 
stitutional buildings  and  19  dor- 
mitories, and  many  of  the  older 
structures  on  the  campus  have 
been  renovated  and  modernized. 

The  state-supported  institution 
is  accredited  by  the  Southern 
Association  of  Colleges  and 
Schools,  and  educational 
programs  are  accredited  by  the 
National  Commission  on  Ac- 
creditation of  Teacher  Education. 

Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  joins  a 
Greek  system  of  13  national 
fraternities,  1 0  of  which  enjoy  off- 
campus  housing.  There  are  eight 
sororities  and  24  honorary 
societies  on  the  Stephen  F. 
Austin  State  campus.

The  members  since 
then  have  made  several  im- 
provements to  the  house  which 
serves  as  a  central  meeting  place 
for  the  new  chapter. 

The  University 

Western  Illinois  University  was 
established  on  April  24,  1899, 
and  opened  its  doors  as  a  state 
institution  of  higher  learning  on 
September  23,  1902.  Originally 
dedicated  exclusively  to  teacher 
preparation,  the  University  now 
includes  six  colleges  and  a 
graduate  school.  Programs  of 
study  are  offered  in  business 
education,  humanities,  fine  arts, 
physical  education,  and  the 
physical,  social,  and  applied 
sciences. 

Western's  campus  extends 
over  1 ,050  acres  and  includes 
52  buildings.  A  faculty  and  staff  of 
1,513  provides  instruction  and 
service  for  over  1 4,285  students. 
Nearly  9,000  students  live  in  the 
University's  13  modern  residen- 
ce halls  and  two  on-campus  apar- 
tment complexes.  The  University 
also  offers  the  region  a  wide 
variety  of  non-academic  services. 
Facilities  include  a  Speech  and 
Hearing  Clinic,  a  Psychology 
Clinic,  an  Office  of  Educational 
Service  and  Research,  a  Center 
for  Business  and  Economic 
Research,  and  a  program  in 
Executive    Development. 


4,500.  Lewis  University  is  com- 
prised of  four  campuses.  The 
main  campus  is  located  at  Lock- 
port,  Illinois,  the  second  campus 
at  the  old  Maryknoll  College  in 
Glen  Ellyn  (law  college),  the 
downtown  Chicago  campus 
(corrections  programs),  and  the 
Pioneer  Plaza  in  Joliet,  Illinois 
(continuing  education  programs). 

The  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  colony 
at  Lewis  University  began  as  a 
dream  in  the  eyes  of  two  In- 
dividuals, Jim  Dvorscek  and  Herb 
Ashley.  Dvorscek  was  the 
president  of  a  local,  social,  and 
charitable  organization  at  Lewis, 
and  Ashley,  a  faculty  member, 
was  Initiated  at  the  Michigan 
State  University  chapter, 
Michigan  Epsilon.  Regional  Direc- 
tor Keith  Ruffner  visited  the  Lewis 
campus  in  September  of  1974, 
under  the  recommendation  of  the 
previous  year's  Regional  Director 
Carlos  Quintero,  now  District 
Governor  in  North  and  South 
Carolina,  to  meet  with  the  local 
organization. 

By  February  of  1975,  mem- 
bership stood  at  13  and  at  the 
start  of  the  1975-1976  academic 
year  membership  had  risen  to  28 
strong.

How  Non-Members  See  Us 


NON-MEMBER  COLLEGE 
STUDENTS  AND  COLLEGE- 
BOUND  HIGH  SCHOOL  SEN- 
IORS VIEW  THE  COLLEGE 
FRATERNITY  AS  A  GROUP 
LIKE  A  FAMILY,  OF  WHICH 
ONE  CAN  BE  A  MEANING- 
FUL PART.  THEY  SEE  IT  OF- 
FERING SOCIAL  ADVAN- 
TAGES AND  NEW  FRIEND- 
SHIPS. .  . 

These  responses  to  the  ques- 
tion, "What  are  the  most  impor- 
tant reasons  for  fraternities  to  be 
on  college  campuses  today?"  are 
markedly  similar  to  the  respon- 
ses given  by  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
undergraduate  members  when 
asked  the  same  question. 

This  is  one  of  many  similarities 
between  Big  Ep  undergraduates 
and  the  non-members  surveyed 
in  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon's  STUDY  OF 
FRATERNAL  LIFE  WITHIN  THE 
COLLEGE  COMMUNITY  The 
study,  conducted  by  the  Wright 
Institute  of  Berkeley,  California 
and  sponsored  by  the  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  Educational  Foundation, 
was  conducted  among  762  non- 
member  college  men  and  512 
college-bound  high  school 
seniors  at  colleges  and  high 
schools  In  Eastern,  Border,  Mid- 
western, Southern,  and  Western 
geographical  areas  last  spring. 
The  initial  survey  among  almost 
1 ,000  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  un- 
dergraduates was  conducted  in 
1973  and  reported  to  you  In  the 
May,  1974  Journal. 

Despite  the  similarities  in 
background  and  attitude,  the  non- 
members  see  fraternities  and 
fraternity  members  with  a  great 
deal  of  suspicion.  They  see  the 
typical  fraternity  member  as  anti- 
intellectual,  lacking  in  maturity 
and  security  sind  more  interested 
In  beer  and  athletics  than  In  good 
grades  cind  serious  pursuits  At  a 
time  when  academics  is  a 
primary  concern  to  the  college 
student,  this  is  a  damaging 
view  for  prospective  members 
to  hold. 

The  research  team  from  Whght 
Institute,   headed   by   Dr.    Nevitt 


Sanford,  Richmond  '29,  felt  that 
the  overwhelming  similarities  bet- 
ween Sig  Ep  undergraduates  and 
non-members,  coupled  with  the 
non-member's  attitudes  toward 
the  fraternity  and  Its  benefits  to 
him,  point  to  a  serious  need  for  a 
coordinated  public  awareness 
program  to  be  conducted  by  all 
national  college  fraternities. 

....  non-member  college 
students  and  high  school  seniors 
are  not  Isolated  from  fraternity 
life;  75%  of  the  college  students 
have  friends  or  family  in  a  frater- 
nity, as  do  50%  of  the  high 
school  students. 

...  If  offered  the  opportunity, 
1 4%  of  the  college  students  who 
are  not  now  members  would  still 
join  a  fraternity. 

....  the  cost  of  fraternity  mem- 
bership Is  greatly  exaggerated  by 
non-members,  particularly  high 
school  seniors,  who  feel  It  costs 
more  than  $100  per  month  (40% 
feel  this  way)  for  fraternity  dues. 
Only  8%  of  the  high  school 
seniors  feel  It  costs  less  than  $50 
per  month.  (Actually  It  costs  an 
average  of  $25-30  per  month.) 

...  todays  college  student  is 
seeking  a  college  education  to 
achieve  financial  success,  be- 
cause he  enjoys  learning  and  be- 
cause he  wants  a  stimulating  job. 
Fraternity  programs  which  are 
counter  to  these  goals,  either  In 
perception  or  actuality, 
discourage  prospective  members 
from  joining  fraternities. 

....  lengthy  and  inmature 
pledge  programs  are  negative 
factors  to  non-members  in  their 
consideration  of  membership. 

...  fraternity  housing  Is  a 
positive  aspect  of  fraternity  life 
and  of  fraternity  membership. 

....  the  benefits  of  fraternity 
membership,  as  seen  by  Sig  Eps 
and  by  non-members,  are  not 
divergent  providing  the  rush 
program  enables  the  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  memtjer  to  adequately 
explain  the  benefits.  Informal  rush 
lends  Itself  to  this  type  of  rush 
and  is  most  preferred  by  non- 
members. 


the  Ritual,  as  a  repository 
of  fraternity  secrets,  is  a  negative 
factor  to  non-members.  The 
Ritual  as  the  symbolism  of  frater- 
nity principles  needs  to  be  better 
understood  by  our  own  members 
so  they  can  satisfy  these  con- 
cerns. 

Perceived  reality  Is  what  af- 
fects potential  members  most  and 
our  survey  has  told  us  that,  even 
though  Sig  Ep  undergraduates 
are  very  similar  to  the  prospective 
members,  they  are  perceived  as 
something  else.  While  non- 
members  agree  that  fraternities 
exist  for  social  purposes,  at  the 
same  time  they  feel  there  Is  an 
overemphasis  on  parties,  ath- 
letics and  beer  to  the  detriment  of 
their  academic  pursuits.  They 
don't  feel  the  fraternity  should  be 
an  academic  Institution,  but  on 
the  other  hand,  the  don't  feel  it 
should  be  a  strong  detractor 

When  asked  to  describe  the 
typical  fraternity  members  and 
the  typical  fraternity,  the  non- 
members  used  the  terms  "too 
structured,"  "restrictive  and 
limiting,"  "anti-intellectual,"  and 
"concerned  with  social  life  to  the 
detriment  of  academic  pursuits." 
Living  conditions  were  described 
as  crowded,  noisy,  and  lacking  In 
privacy. 

History  tells  us  that  the  arcane 
Image  of  the  college  fraternity 
promotes  much  speculation  as  to 
what  Its  really  all  about  and  what 
goes  on  inside  those  fraternity 
houses.  Fraternities  traditionally 
have  gained  little  positive  recog- 
nition for  their  good  deeds  and 
there  are  constantly  predictions 
about  their  doom.  An  outdated, 
less  than  positive  Image  is  difficult 
to  overcome  and  can  only  be 
done  through  personal  contact 
and  a  conscious  awareness  of 
the  actions  which  affect  the 
public  attitude. 

One  particularly  interesting 
result  of  the  survey  of  non- 
members  Is  that  a  high  number 
have  friends  or  relatives  who  are 
members    of    fraternities     As 


About  the  Study 

The  facts  are  that  the  American  College  Fraternity 
System  has  declined  In  real  numbers  and  In  proportion 
to  college  enrollments  over  the  last  10  years.  In  an 
effort  to  determine  why  the  fraternity  system  is  de- 
clining in  popularity,  the  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  Fraternity 
National  Board  of  Directors  In  1 972  approved  a  STUDY 
OF  FRATERNAL  LIFE  WITHIN  THE  COLLEGE  COM- 
MUNITY, to  the  conducted  by  the  Wright  Institute  of 
Berkeley,  California,  under  the  sponsorship  of  the 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  Educational  Foundation 

The  Wright  Institute  Is  headed  by  Dr  Nevitt  Sanford, 
a  recognized  leader  In  the  field  of  personality  and 
social  psychology  Dr.  Sanford,  a  graduate  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Richmond,  1929,  Is  a  former  president  of 
the  Society  for  Psychological  Study  of  Social  Issues, 
member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  American 
Psychological  Association,  and  the  editor  of  The 
American  College. 

The  STUDY  OF  FRATERNAL  LIFE  WITHIN  THE 
COLLEGE  COMMUNITY  took  place  In  two  parts.  The 
first  part,  a  study  of  1 ,000  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  under- 
graduate members,  was  conducted  In  1973.  The 
second  part,  a  survey  of  1,274  non-member  college 
students  and  college-bound  high  school  seniors,  was 
conducted  In  1975. 

The  general  conclusions  from  the  non-member 
survey  and  the  Implications  of  the  combined  survey 
are  reported  on  here.  Particularly  Important  is  the 
policy  determination  taken  by  the  Fratemltys  National 
Board  of  Directors  as  a  result  of  the  studys  findings. 
This  Is  reported  in  detail  and  it  is  hoped  that  every 
Sig  Ep  alumnus  and  undergraduate  will  review  these 
fxjlicies  and  determine  who  they  can  assist  in  Imple- 
mentation for  the  future  benefit  of  the  Fraternity. 


revealed  earlier,  seventy-five  per- 
cent (75%)  of  the  non-member 
college  students  and  fifty  percent 
(50%)  of  the  high  school  seniors 
have  these  contacts,  yet  only  thir- 
ty percent  (30%)  of  the  high 
school  seniors  are  Interested  In 
fraternity  membership  and  only 
fourteen  percent  (14%)  of  the 
non-member  college  students. 

If  our  own  members,  alumni 
and  undergraduates  together,  do 
not  do  a  good  job  of  correcting 
false  Impressions  about  fraternity 
life  and  the  value  of  fraternity 
membership,  this  lack  of  interest 
due  to  false  Impressions  will  con- 
tinue. This  has  to  be  a  top  priority 
for  all  Sig  Eps  if  we  are  to  be  able 
to  continue  to  attract  good  poten- 
tial members. 

For    the    future,    the    under- 


graduate chapters  need  to  move 
toward  programming  which  will 
decrease  detractions  from 
academic  achievement;  this  in- 
cludes long,  time-wasting  pledge 
programs,  a  lack  of  concern  for 
academic  potential,  over- 
structured  rush  programs,  and 
the  image  of  overabundant  fool- 
ishness. 

Our  challenge,  then,  is  signifi- 
cant. The  key  is  whether  our 
membership  will  commit  the 
necessary  energies  to  meet  the 
challenges  our  research  has  poin- 
ted out  to  us. 


Based  On 
Findings 


National  Board  of  Directors  Establishes 


That  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  maintain  its  long- 
standing support  of  open  and  year-round 
rush  and  assist  its  undergraduate  chapters 
in  understanding  the  perceptions  of  non- 
members  toward  fraternities. 

It  Is  essential  that  the  Fraternity  continue  its  sup- 
port of  a  rush  program  which  allows  great  per- 
sonal contact  and  opportunities  for  in-depth  ex- 
planation of  the  benefits  of  fraternity  mem- 
bership. Formal,  structured  rush  serves  to  rein- 
force the  perception  of  nonmembers  ttiat  the 
fraternity  Is  overiy  structured,  overiy  selective 
and  too  social.  Informal,  personal  contact  rush 
will  enable  the  Fraternity  to  explain  Its  benefits, 
meeting  new  friends,  helping  others,  and 
providing  a  group,  like  a  family  where  one  can  be 
a  meaningful  part.  The  close,  small  group  ex- 
perience is  valuable  but  needs  personal 
discussion  to  be  understood  and  believed 
Specifically,  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon's  rush  program 
needs  to  have  the  following  common  ingredients: 

A.  Added  emphasis  on  contacting  prospective 
members  before  they  begin  their  college 
career— where  possible,  in  their  senior  year 
of  high  school. 

B.  Less  dependence  on  intangibles  such  as 
"brotherhood  "  and  "lifelong  membership"  as 
sales  points  during  rush. 

C.  Rush  program  must  make  very  clear  the  ac- 
tual cost  and  explain  this  fully;  fraternity 
membership  Is  considered  by  non-members 
as  very  expensive. 

Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  should  increase  its  em- 
phasis  on  academics  and  academic 
achievement  in  the  undergraduate  chap- 
ters. 
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This  recommendation  does  not  mean  that 
academics  become  a  major  part  of  un- 
dergraduate chapter  life,  rather  that  the  un- 
dergraduate chapters  need  to  develop  an 
academic  program  which  provides  assistance, 
possibly  In  tutoring.  The  major  thrust  of  an 
academic  program  In  the  undergraduate  chapters 
should  be  that  other  fraternity  programs  and  ac- 
tivities In  no  way  deter  a  member  from  achieving 
his  academic  goals. 
Specifically; 

A.  A  senior  program  which  includes  a  "Career 
Day"  conducted  by  the  seniors  for  the  entire 
chapter. 

B.  Chapter  Counselors  and  alumni  twards  need 
to  be  involved  In  the  academic  program,  both 
as  a  resource  and  as  a  controlling  factor. 

C.  A  Senior  Council  or  similar  group  in  the  chap- 
ter should  be  charged  with  developing  a 
measure  of  academic  achievement  in  the 
chapter  and  monitor  Its  success. 

D.  Some  concern  for  academic  pxjtential  should 
be  a  consideration  In  rush  and  pledge 
education 

Sigma  Phi  Epsilon's  brotherhood  develop- 
ment program  (pledge  program)  meets  the 
needs  of  the  Fraternity  very  well.  A  uniform 
length  for  the  pledge  program  among  the 
undergraduate  chapters  is  necessary  and 
must  be  communicated  as  an  expectation. 

It  IS  very  clear  that  a  mature,  constructive  and 
educational  pledge  program  is  a  positive  factor  to 
prospective  members  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon's  un- 
dergraduate chapters  must  arrive  at  a  clear  un- 
derstanding of  why  a  pledge  program  exists  and 
develop  ways  of  explaining  its  utility  and  rationale 
to  prospective  members. 


A.  The  certification  statements  for  non-hazing, 
which  were  Instituted  In  September  1975, 
are  excellent  and  have  served  to  focus  at- 
tention on  positive  pledge  programs. 

B.  In  addition  to  eliminating  hazing,  a  maximum 
length  for  a  pledge  program  of  1 0  weeks,  as 
presently  recommended,  needs  to  be  rein- 
forced. Only  In  a  case  where  university  grade 
point  requirements  prohibit  It  should  a  man  be 
a  pledge  longer  than  10  weeks,  and  then  a 
transition  status  between  pledge  and  brother 
should  be  encouraged. 

C  Progress  toward  a  more  compact  pledge 
program,  with  a  maximum  6-8  weeks,  should 
be  the  goal  of  the  national  Fraternity. 

It  should  be  expected  that  the  Fraternity's 
undergraduate  chapters  take  the  time  an- 
nually to  review  programs  and  activities  to 
be  certain  that  they  are  in  concert  with  the 
objectives  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  and  meet 
the  needs  of  present  and  prospective  mem- 
bers. 

Upon  considering  the  attitudes  of  non-members 
toward  fraternity  memtiers  and  fraternities  in 
general,  it  became  clear  that  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon's 
undergraduate  chapters  would  have  difficulty 
overcoming  many  of  the  misperceptlons  of  non- 
members  because  they  do  not  spend  enough 
time  considering  their  own  purpose  and 
programs  to  evaluate  them  In  terms  of  the 
present  needs  of  their  own  members  and  of 
prospective  members. 

The  survey  Instruments  for  both  Phases  of  the 
Attitudlnal  Survey  provide  a  vehicle  for  self- 
evaluation  and  for  examining  attitudes  of  non- 
members.  These  need  to  be  made  available  in 
part  to  the  undergraduate  chapters  with  the  ex- 
pectation that  they  will  review  their  objectives, 


.A  Re-Cap 


Regionals  "76,  Sigma  Phi  Ep- 
silon's  Leadership  Program  for 
1 976,  was  conducted  at  eight 
campuses  throughout  the  United 
States:  Monmouth  College, 
Illinois;  Fort  Worth,  Texas:  Fort 
Hays  Kansas  State  College: 
California  State  University  at  San 
Diego:  University  of  Georgia; 
Philadelphia  College  of  Textiles 
and  Science:  University  of 
Washington;  and  Ohio  Wesleyan 
University.  Attendance  by  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon's  undergraduate 
leaders  totaled  1,354— the 
largest  attendance  ever  at  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon's  annual  Leadership 
Programs.  Regionals  '76  reached 
one  of  every  six  Sig  Ep  un- 
dergraduates this  spring. 

The  objective  of  the  Regionals 
'76  Program  this  year  was  to 
identify  in  clear  and  simple  ter- 
ms—ones which  we  would  all 
believe  and  understand— the  pur- 
pose for  which  a  Sigma  Phi  Ep- 
silon  chapter  exists.  As  the  par- 
ticipants were  doing  this  during 
the  weekend  program,  it  was  also 
hoped  that  they  would  learn  a 
process  by  which  they  could 
have  their  own  chapters  "step 
back"  for  a  few  minutes,  look  at 
themselves  carefully,  and  ar- 
ticulate their  own  reasons  for 
existing  on  their  own  campuses. 
Once  this  is  done,  the  ex- 
pectation is  that  the  brothers  in 
the  chapter  will  know  where  they 
are  going,  can  do  a  better  job  of 
selecting  the  road  to  travel,  and 
can  easily  answer  the  question 
placed  to  them  by  incoming 
students  and  rushees,  "What  are 
you  all  about?" 

Every  organization  has  a 
reason  for  existing,  but  often  its 
members  are  not  able  to  articulate 
It  probably  because  they  have 
never  taken  the  time  to  think 
about  it  in  an  organized  manner. 
The  thrust  of  the  Regionals  '76 
program  was  to  develope  a  star- 
ting point  for  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 


chapters  to  define  and  In  some 
cases  redefine  "their  purpose" 
and  how  to  achieve  it  once  deter- 
mined. 

The  problem  presented  to  the 
participants  centered  around 
developing  a  "purpose  for 
existence"  and  then  "long-  and 
short-term  expectations,"  or 
"what  we  should  be  doing  now 
that  we  have  a  reason  for  existen- 
ce." The  catalyst  for  this  part  of 
the  program  was  the  Attitudinal 
Survey  conducted  among  high 
school  seniors  and  non-college 
students  which  reported  to  us  the 
views  they  held  of  fraternities. 
This  issue  provoked  a  great  deal 
of  thought  about  the  image,  pur- 
pose, and  public  relations  of  the 
Fraternity.  All  of  this  was  con- 
ducted during  an  intensive  exer- 
cise the  first  session  of  which 
began  at  7:30  p.m.  Friday,  and 
lasted  until  1 :00  a.m.  Saturday. 

The  participants  then  took  a 
break  until  10:00  a.m.  Saturday, 
and  at  that  time  began  again  by 
completing  the  "process  "  of 
determining  the  programs,  or  the 
"how-to's"  necessary  to  carry 
out  their  purpose  and  long-and 
short-term  expectations  which 
they  had  decided  upon.  This  was 
coupled    with    a    free-flow    ex- 
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change  of  ideas  among  all  chap- 
ters present. 

After  a  lunch  break  Saturday, 
the  discussions  moved  on  to  the 
fraternity's  Ritual  and  its  meaning 
to  the  undergraduate  chapter,  the 
role  of  alumni  with  the  un- 
dergraduate chapter,  and  the 
programs  and  services  available 
from  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
Headquarters.  The  formal 
program  concluded  at  5:00  p.m. 


Saturday,  and  was  followed  by  in- 
dividual chapter  consultations 
with  the  Headquarters  Staff  and 
faculty. 

To  conclude  the  weekend,  a 
banquet  was  held  Saturday 
evening  which  included  Presen- 
tations of  Excelsior  Awards  to  the 
most  improved  chapters,  J.  Ed- 
ward Zollinger  Outstanding 
Senior  Awards,  Educational 
Foundation  Scholarship  Plaques, 


Camp  Fund  Awards,  and  Scholar- 
ship Cups  (see  listings  for  win- 
ners). Sunday  was  free  to  tour  the 
area  and  have  a  leisurely  trip  back 
home.

goals   and   programs   annually.   Generally,   this  6. 
should  be  done  at  the  time  new  officers  are  elec- 
ted and  new  programs  and   plans  are  being 
developed. 
Specifically: 

A.  The  Fraternity's  Leadership  program 
(Regionals)  should  concentrate  on  the 
techniques  for  self-evaluation  and  for 
developing  expectations. 

B.  Compact  edited  versions  of  the  survey  in- 
struments from  both  Phases  I  and  II  of  the  At- 
titudinal Survey  need  to  be  available  to  un- 
dergraduate chapters  for  their  self- 
examination  and  for  surveying  new  members 
and  prospective  members 

C.  The  Fraternity's  volunteer  staff,  principally 
the  chapter  counselors,  need  to  be  educated 
in  this  process  and  involved  with  the  self- 
evaluation. 

D.  Alumni  boards,  although  concerned  with 
financial  management,  should  be  involved  in 
this  process  since  it  affects  long-term  finan- 
cial operations:  i.e  ,  having  a  healthy  chapter. 

E  Once  this  process  is  introduced  at  Regionals 
'76,  it  needs  to  be  emphasized  and  followed 
up  by  the  Management  Team 

Sigma  Phi  Epsilon's  housing  program  is  im- 
portant and  should  continue  to  receive  the 
strong  endorsement  and  support  of  the 
National  Board  of  Directors. 

Sigma  Phi  Epsilon's  total  housing  program,  in- 
cluding the  National  Housing  Corporation,  the 
Chapter  Investment  Fund,  and  the  Housing  Loan 
Fund.  IS  the  most  comprehensive  program  of  any 
national  fraternity.  This  commitment  has  been 
wisely  placi  d  and  should  continue. 


The  Fraternity  should  educate  its  alumni  on 
the  effect  they  can  have  on  prospective 
members  and  the  importance  of  this  to  the 
Fraternity. 

The  contact  non-members  have  with  fraternity 
members,  mainly  alumni,  provides  an  opportunity 
for  reinforcement  of  the  positive  benefits  of  the 
fraternity.  In  order  to  do  this,  alumni  need  to  be 
aware  of  this  potential  and  need  facts  and  in- 
formation to  assist  them  in  correcting  the  miscon- 
ceptions of  non-members,  principally  among  high 
school  students. 

The  National  Alumni  Committee  (NAC),  volunteer 
alumni,  alumni  advisors,  and  the  Headquarters 
staff  need  to  develop  ways  of  assisting  alumni  to 
articulate  the  benefits  of  the  Fraternity  and 
bringing  to  their  attention  the  value  of  their  doing 
this. 
Specifically: 

A.  A  series  of  Journal  articles  dealing  with  this 
should  be  developed  for  publication 

B.  The  National  Alumni  Commission  needs  to 
examine  other  communications  for  potential 
in  carrying  this  message.  The  NAC  also 
needs  to  make  recommendations  on  ad- 
ditional educational  programs  for  alumni. 

C.  The  Fraternity's  volunteer  alumni  should 
receive  special  attention  in  alumni  board 
newsletters,  chapter  counselor  newsletters, 
and  alumni  advisor  newsletters  to  emphasize 
the  need  for  their  assistance  in  this  area.

more  than  1 00  articles  on  biology  and 
education,  and  has  been  a  member  of 
many  scientific  and  learned  societies. 


Jobs  and  Careers 

The  presidents  were  asked  whether 
they  felt  that  college  graduates  are, 
overall,  well  enough  prepared  to  enter 
the  job  market.  We  also  asked  if  they 
were  satisfied  that  students  were  set- 
ting long-  and  short-range  plans  for 
their  careers  based  on  their 
educational  experience. 

Most  replied  that  generally,  yes, 
today's  students  are  well  enough 
prepared  to  enter  the  job  market  and 
are  probably  better  qualified  than  in 
past  years  to  do  so. 

However,  says  Ruthenberg  of 
Southwestern  College,  "There  is  no 
way  college  can  prepare  them  (studen- 
ts) for  the  shocks  which  they  will  have 
on  job  opportunities  which,  even  today, 
do  not  exist.  The  need  is  to  develop 
students  who  are  flexible  and  able  to 
meet  the  changes  which  they  do  not 
even  know  will  take  place  now  in  terms 
of  their  long-range  plans." 

Nelson,  the  head  of  a  largely 
technical  institution,  feels  that  because 
of  campus  facilities,  better  faculties, 
and  programs,  students  are  well 
prepared  at  graduation.  Facilities  at 
every  college  or  university  "have 
dramatically  improved  during  the  past 
1 5  years.  There  are  new  classrooms, 
laboratories,  and  computer  in- 
stallations." "The  faculty  today," 
Nelson  says,  "is  certainly  more 
academically  qualified  with  a  higher 
percentage  holding  a  terminal  degree 
and  this  percentage  is  annually  in- 
creasing. As  a  result  of  more  recent 
general  student  evaluations  of  faculty, 
weaker  faculty  members  have  been 
eliminated  and  others  have  improved," 
he  said.  In  noting  improved  academic 
programs.  Nelson  added,  "Compare 
your  college  catalog  today  with  one  of 
10  years  ago." 

The  question  of  job  preparedness, 
though,  is  making  universities  question 
the  value  of  liberal  arts,  humanities,  and 
other  "non-practical"  disciplines, 
believes  Wimpress  of  Trinity  Univer- 
sity. "The  question,  'What  can  you 
teach  me  to  do  for  a  living,'  is  being 
asked  far  more  now  than  ever, "  he 
said. 

"The  unemployed  college 
graduates,"  said  Lucas  of  Southern 
Mississippi,  "lies  not  with  their 
preparation,  but  in  the  fact  that  our 
economy  is  stagnant."  He  feels  that 
students  are  well  enough  prepared  to 
seek  a  job. 


But  Lucas  also  maintains  that 
students  do  a  poor  job  of  planning  for 
their  futures,  "But  then  so  do  our 
politicians,  and  our  economists,  and 
our  businessmen,"  he  added. 

Wimpress  sees  more  long-  and 
short-range  planning  by  today's 
students  due  to  more  emphasis  on 
specific  career  goal  planning,  and 
earlier.  This  attitude  is  brought  on  by 
the  concerns  of  the  "non-practical" 
disciplines  he  mentioned  earlier. 

Nelson  agrees  that  students  have 
career  goals,  but  balks  at  too  definite  a 
commitment,  too  early.  "I  would  rather 
not  see  long-range  goals  at 
graduation"  as  they  risk  giving  the 
graduate  "tunnel  vision  and  good  op- 
portunities may  escape,"  and  rigid 
long-range  plans  "usually  lead  to  disap- 
pointments." 

But  these  educators,  too,  point  up 
that  which  is  also  a  part  of  the  college 
atmosphere,  the  non-job-related 
education.  Carrier  of  Madison  College 
believes  that  college  should  "give  you 
some  basis  for  relating  (education)  to  a 
broad  range  of  societal  problems. 
What  we  would  like  to  do  is  give 
students  professional  fields,  but  also 
...  a  broader  interest  in  the  full  span  of 
societal  problems  and  responsibilities 
so  that  they  could  relate  effectively  to 
things  beyond  their  profession,"  he 
said. 

Meyer  of  Ohio  Northern  adds, 
"What  students  are  not  well  prepared 
to  do  is  to  go  beyond  the  immediate 
goals  of  job  seeking  and  to  recognize 
that  a  college  education  makes  a  con- 
tribution to  the  whole  of  life." 

Tightening  the 
Academic  Belts 

It's  no  surprise  that  one  sector  of 
society  to  be  affected  by  poor 
economic  conditions  was  our 
colleges  and  universities.  Looking  to 
the  future,  the  Journal  asked  our 
presidents,  "Given  the  tightening 
economic  conditions,  do  you  see  any 
reduction  in  quality  of  education  in  the 
next  10  years?" 

Two  of  our  presidents,  Lucas  and 
Ruthenberg,  do  see  educational  quality 
being  hurt  in  future  years.  Said  Lucas, 
"It  will  be  difficult  in  the  next  10  years 
to  keep  our  present  quality  or  even  to 
improve  it  with  declining  financial  sup- 
port of  higher  education,"  Ruthenberg 
agrees.  "I  do  see  a  reduction  in  the 
quality  of  higher  education  . . .  because 


most  of  us  will  institutionally  not  be 
willing  to  cut  at  the  places  where  our 
institutions  should  be  cut,"  he  said. 
"We  will  slowly  erode  the  program 
areas  at  the  expense  of  the  students' 
educational  experience." 

On  the  other  hand,  Early  of 
Limestone  College  says  that 
economics  "may  force  all  institutions 
of  higher  learning,  both  public  and 
private,  to  demand  that  the 
quality  ...  be  maintained  rather  than 
reduced." 

At  Madison  College,  where  Carrier 
has  recently  completed  his  first  five 
years  as  president  along  with  an 
achieved  five-year  enrollment  growth 
plan,  he  is  concerned  now  with  quality 
growth  and  not  enrollment  growth.  He 
does  not  see  the  economy  hindering 
quality,  but  rather  defining  it.  "We  will 
place  emphasis  upon  consolidation  of 
the  gains  of  the  past  in  terms  of  quality 
and  program  development,  faculty 
development,    and    physical    plant 


"The  citizens  of  this  country," 
Lucas  asserted,  "are  basically  op- 
posed to  limiting  enrollments,  and  I  do 
not  believe  that  this  will  be  necessary 
or  tolerated.  Limited  enrollments  may 
be  necessary  in  certain  high  cost 
programs  such  as  medicine,"  he  said. 

Ruthenberg,  whose  college's 
enrollment  has  been  limited  to  700 
students  since  1927,  maintains  that 
this  limit  has  been  the  school's  basis 
for  maintaining  quality  education.  "I 
think  it  (limitation  or  reducing)  will  have 
to  be  necessary  and  there  Is  no 
question  that  the  enrollments  will  go 
down,"  he  said,  continuing  that  there 
will  soon  be  fewer  college-age  people 
from  which  to  draw.  "I  do  look  for  the 
state  institution  to  become  too 
monolithic  and  large,"  he  said. 

The  Part  Fraternities  Play 

The  Journal  wanted  to  know  from 
the  presidents  their  thoughts  on  the 
general  lack  of  knowledge  which  high

development."  Carrier  plans  to  add 
new  buildings  and  80  to  100  new 
faculty  members  to  the  campus.  "This 
would  allow  us  to  do  the  type  of  in- 
dividualized, quality  instruction"  that 
would  make  Madison  an  outstanding 
institution  in  terms  of  instructional 
programs. 

Meyer  feels  that  "economic 
stringencies  will  force  colleges  and 
universities  to  offer  a  better  education 
by  being  more  discriminating  in  what 
they  do.  They  should  do  those  things 
they  can  do  well  but  not  attempt  to  do 
everything,"  he  said. 

Likewise  Wimpress  sees  some 
positive  results  of  economic  tightening. 
One,  he  says,  is  forced  streamlining  of 
policies  and  procedures  to  result  in 
"leaner,  sharper,  more  efficiently-run" 
institutions.  Another  is  that  economics 
may  force  some  schools  out  of 
business  which,  he  feels,  usually 
means  that  they  are  schools  with  weak 
academic  programs.  "Those  which 
survive  the  economic  crunch  will  tend 
to  be  those  which  have  the  strongest 
academic  programs,"  he  said.  A  third 
positive  result  of  a  negative  condition, 
Wimpress  said,  is  "the  increasing 
availability  of  excellent  faculty  mem- 
bers caused  by  the  same  economic 
pressures."  There  are  more  highly 
qualified  candidates  for  fewer  job 
openings. 

Nelson  says,  "It  would  take  a 
severe  economic  decline  to  sub- 
stantially erode  educational  quality." 

Where  Do  They  Cut? 

Continuing  on  the  effect  economy 
has  on  educational  quality,  we  wanted 
to  know  if  reducing  or  limiting  college 
enrollments  is  the  answer  to  both  the 
economic  squeeze  and  maintaining 
quality.  Do  they  feel  it  will  be 
necessary? 

"It  is  quiet  possible,"  Early  said, 
"that  there  may  be  a  limitation  placed 
on  enrollments  in  certain  kinds  of  in- 
stitutions. However,  we  should  provide 
opportunities  for  all  citizens  for  some 
kind  of  post-secondary  education," 

Wimpress  does  not,  on  the  other 
hand,  see  reducing  or  limiting 
enrollments  as  the  solution  to 
problems.  "High  education  will  be 
maintained  through  increasing  ex- 
penditures rather  than  through 
decreasing  problems,"  he  said 


school  seniors,  or  entering  college 
freshmen,  have  about  fraternities  (see 
Study  of  Fraternal  Life  within  the 
College  Community,  page  4).  We 
asked,  "Do  the  fraternities  and  univer- 
sities need  to  actively  communicate 
what  fraternities  have  to  offer  to  high 
school  seniors  and  non-members?" 

Yes,  say  the  presidents.  The 
traditional  stigma  of  the  exclusive 
nature  of  fraternities  must  be  over- 
come in  the  high  school  senior.  "I  think 
there  has  been  some  playing  down  of 
fraternities  in  the  last  1 0  years  . . .  they 
are  not  in  harmony  with  the  total  new 
campus,"  Carrier  said.  "When  a  fresh- 
man comes  in  here,  the  organization 
should  have  such  a  reputation  so  that 
students  will  seek  it  out." 

"Fraternities  need  to  demonstrate 
the  true  values,  goals,  and  ideals  of 
the  'fraternity  idea'  in  order  to  cause 
persons  to  wish  to  become  members," 
said  Meyer.  "Too  often  there  are 
misconceptions  about  fraternities 
developed  in  part  from  superficial  ob- 
servations," adds  Nelson. 

Ruthenberg  agrees.  "It  is  a  real 
uphill  battle  because  we  are  so  tied  in 
with  the  wrong  traditions  in  terms  of 
what  our  fraternity  life  can  be  that  we 
haven't  sold  it,"  he  said.  "We  are  too 
concerned  still  about  the  ex- 
clusiveness  of  the  fraternity  and  not 
concerned  about  what  the  fraternity 
can  give." 

Carrier  adds,  "If  you  can  have 
something  unique,  so  that  a  young  man 
will  say.  That's  the  organization  I  want 
to  be  with  because  it  does  something 
for  me  and  I  can  do  something  for 
someone  else,'  then  they  will  be  at- 
tracted to  you." 

Fraternities  in  General 

We  asked,  "What  are  fraternities,  in 
your  view,  worth?  Are  they  needed  as 
part  of  the  educational  experiences, 
and  will  they  be  around  in  20  years?" 

The  presidents  were  united  in  their 
feelings  that  fraternities  are  useful, 
"worth  the  effort,"  and  will  still  be  with 
us  in  two  decades.  Said  Wimpress, 
fraternities  perform  a  "very  real  service 
for  some  students."  But,  he  adds,  "For 
some  students,  they  (fraternities) 
provide  an  important 

and  .  .  .  necessary  adjunct  to 
classroom  and  other  educational  ex- 
periences. For  others,  fraternities  may 
not  be  necessary  for  the  completion  of

a  fine  education  ...  it  will  depend  upon 
the  needs,  attitudes,  development, 
etc.,  of  each  individual.  I  conclude,"  he 
said,  "that  the  same  motives  which  are 
making  fraternities  increasingly  popular 
today  will  be  in  existence  in  20  years." 

Ruthenberg  agrees.  "Students 
need  to  live  in  groups  because  they 
will  live  in  groups  when  they  graduate." 
He  says  fraternities  will  exist  in  20 
years,  although  possibly  in  a  much  dif- 
ferent form  than  they  are  now. 

But  he  is  concerned  that  fraternities 
are  "looking  at  rushees  the  same  way 
they  look  at  a  graduate.  They  want  to 
get  the  'king  of  the  mountain'  as  a 
pledge  and  wtiat  they  should  deter- 
mine is  who  has  the  potential  leader- 
ship, and  who  is  the  diamond  in  the 
rough'."  He  continues,  "I  would  ven- 


ture that  if  you  consider  a  college 
president  as  an  example  of  a  fraternity 
member  who  has  succeeded,  you 
would  probably  find  that  he  may  have 
been  a  leader  on  his  campus  or  he  may 
not.  He  probably  or  possibly  was  a  per- 
son who  developed  because  of  the 
fraternity  not  before  the  fact  "

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Last  July  Paul  Lorelli.  a  Sig  Ep 
from  Virginia  Tech.  took  a  week- 
end vacation  ttiat  was  to  alter  his 
life  He  was  looking  forward  to 
resuming  his  education  and  what 
appeared  to  be  a  very  rewarding 
life  with  Sgma  Phi  Epsilon  and 
other  campus  organizations  in- 
cluding the  pep  band  Though  he 
was  only  a  freshman,  his  dynamic 
personaUity  fiad  won  him  fnends 
in  all  parts  of  the  Tech  campus. 
His  career  at  Tech  included  plans 
for  a  serious  campaign  for  class 
oftice  that  was  designed  to 
launch  him  as  a  student  leader  In 
short,  Paul  Lorelli  had  a  lot  to 
come  t>ack  to  in  the  fall 

All  this  was  to  be  postponed 
indefinitely  by  a  bizarre  t>each  ac- 
cident that  left  him  confined  to  a 
wheelchair,  paralyzed  from  the 
chest  down  Through  his  personal 
courage  and  faith.  Lorelli  survived 
the  accident  to  begin  a  long  and 
frustrating  rehabiliation  program 
Pan  of  the  force  driving  LoreNi  to 
improve  himself  has  t>een  the 
hope  that  someday,  in  some 
capacity,  he  could  return  to 
school  The  Virginia  Tech  Inter- 
fratemity  Council  has  chosen  to 
make  his  goal  theirs.
